Only a handful of residents attended a crime 
summit at city hall Monday night to listen to a 
16-page report detailing the Romulus crime 
problem. 

Police Chief Charles Wilmoth coordinated the 
report, following a recommendation from Coun¬ 
cilman Barry Baumann to stage the event. 
Baumann cited a newspaper account at the meet¬ 
ing listing Romulus as fifth in the number of re¬ 
ported burglaries during 1986, a situation the 
councilman dubbed “a serious problem” in the 
city. 

‘‘I opened my mouth, first in frustration. I owe 
you an apology,” Baumann said to the chief, 
referring to his earlier request to stage the sum¬ 
mit. “I was amazed at the number of people who 
thought city council members, the mayor and 
police chief don’t care about crime in the city. 
And it concerned me that in the latest statistics 
calls for service increased by 22 percent.” 

Baumann said he collected the comments 
while obtaining petition signatures to run in the 
upcoming council election. 

Wilmoth stressed the need to get the message 
out to the public, ‘‘where we are and what we’re 
doing.” 

He cited the need to be “omnipresent.” The 
more the department advertises and can be 
seen, the better chance for crime prevention, 
Wilmoth said. 


The police ciuv* - 
can be misleading. 

“I’d like to set a few crime statistics in your 
mind. First, the statistics for which this meeting 
was called, were from 1986.1 would like to relate 
to the problems which the department has identi¬ 
fied. The police is a reactive organization, 1986 
was obviously, not a spectacular year. But there’s 
not a dam thing we can do about it now. We must 
look into the future,” Wilmoth told council mem¬ 
bers during the summit. 

Wilmoth said for the first half of this year all 
crime numbers are declining by an average of 3 
percent, with the exception of rapes and larce¬ 
nies. 

“Burglaries are down 17 percent. This is a 
problem across the United States. It’s a problem 
because of a low arrest rate. Ninety-five percent 
of the time, the culprit lives nearby,” he said. 

Wilmoth creditted two organizations the 
police department recently joined - the Western 
Wayne County Auto Theft Unit and the Downriv¬ 
er Area Narcotic Organization - with a “signifi¬ 
cant” number of arrests in those areas. 

He encouraged people “to work with us. Call 
our hotline, 941-DOPE,” he said. 

In another attempt to curb the crime problem. 
Wilmoth said a new automatic fingerprinting 
system is being implemented. In addition, last 
year a crime prevention program became a part 
of the local police department. 

“Once we reduce the opportunity for crime,

Bullet kills Wayne motorist

A 28-year-old Westland man 
died Aug. 5 in what police say is 
a traffic accident-combined- 
with-shooting incident on 
Michigan Avenue in Wayne. 

Michael K. Pitcher died 11 
days after the Jeep he was driv¬ 
ing struck the front of Ann’s 
Pub on Michigan Avenue, in 
Wayne, early July 26. An auto¬ 
psy later revealed that Pitcher 
had been shot under his right 
ear, possibly while driving. 
Cause of death was listed as 
multiple injuries and a gunshot 
wound. 


Ray LeCornu, director of 
public safety for the city of 
Wayne, denied any similarity 
between the case and the Los 
Angeles freeway murders, in 
which motorists have been shot 
while driving on California 
roads. 

“This is a very different 
case,” said LeCornu at a press 
conference yesterday at the 
Wayne Police Station. 
“According to the passenger, 
he (Pitcher) struck two barri¬ 
cades in the roadway and 
bumped the other vehicle in 
question.” 

The passenger, Michael Son- 
nenberg, 27, also of Westland, 
refused to discuss the matter. 


Both men had apparently 
consumed alcohol prior to the 
incident, police officials said. 
Sonnenburg’s blood alcohol 
level was .171. Pitcher’s was 
reported as .131. Under state 
police guidelines, a driver is 
listed as driving while im¬ 
paired with the influence of 
alcohol if the blood alcohol 
level is .10 or higher. 

Sonnenberg told police the 
two hit several barricades on 
Wayne Road in Romulus be¬ 
fore crashing in Wayne. Son¬ 
nenberg, who received lacera¬ 
tions on the head and abrasions 
and bruises on the left side of 
his body, said that he and 
Pitcher were “happy drunk.”

“This energy management 
system when installed would 
be a tremendous savings in 
both electrical and gas utili¬ 
ties. And the contractor pays 
for all energy saving install¬ 
ments. Then out of the monthly 
energy savings, 60 to 70 percent 
is returned to the company, 
and the city pockets the rest. 
It’s a worthwhile program,” he 
said. 

The program would affect all 
but one of the 11 public build¬ 
ings in Romulus, including city 


hall, 34th District Court, the lib¬ 
rary, recreation center, de¬ 
partment of public works, the 
DPW maintenance garage, 
police station and three fire 
•stations. Not included would be 
Fire Station 2, which has an un¬ 
certain future because of sur¬ 
rounding development. 

The contractor selected 
would be expected to provide a 
comprehensive energy service 
for the 10 buildings and design, 
select and install the energy- 
efficient equipment and sys- 
ems. The company would also 
aintain and service the 


e 


equipment. 

Because the contractor pays 
cor all improvements, payment 
by the city would be based on 
energy saving performance 
and “only if energy savings are 
sufficient to cover them.” 

If the city does not realize a 
savings of less than 90 percent 
of the projected savings, the 
city reserves the right to refuse 
reimbursement, Said said. 

“The burden of performance 
is on the contractor. This is a 
fascinating concept. Three 
prime examples where the 
program has proven to be a 
success are Royal Oak, Lans¬ 
ing and the Lansing School Dis¬ 
trict. City buildings can now be 
energy-efficient/’ he added. 

Bids for the project were sent 
out last week and should be pro¬ 
cessed in October, according to 
the city official.

The competitive edge : Police contract settled by arbitrator

Romulus police officers are 
on the road again with what 
officials call a “lucrative” 
four,-year contract that prom¬ 
ises to bring stability to the 
young department. 

After working for the past 
year without a contract, the 46 
police officers can now feel 
comfortable with a substantial' 
pay raise and specific depart¬ 
ment procedures, thanks to a 
recent state arbitrator’s deci¬ 
sion. 

As of July 1 of last year, new 


officers started at an annual 
rate of pay of $18,500, with a top 
pay of $25,600 for senior offic¬ 
ers. This year, as of July 1, the 
new contract calls for a starting 
salary of $20,000, and for a 
senior officer, $29,000. 

The contract between the 
city of Romulus and the Police 
Officers Association of Michi¬ 
gan had several objectives in 
mind when bargaining first be¬ 
gan more than a year ago, 
according to Jim Akhtar, the 
attorney hired by the city in the 
labor agreement. 

Among the issues were the 
clarification and transfer of 


day-to-day operations from the 
contract to the chief’s policy 
manual including departmen¬ 
tal files, disciplinary proce¬ 
dures, job assignments, out¬ 
side employment, sick leave 
and vacation scheduling. 

Akhtar discussed the con¬ 
tract settlement with members 
of city council last week. 

“The department manual 
has been updated and is now 
being passed around as a model. 
The city can be proud,” he said. 

Aside from the salary adjust¬ 
ment guaranteed to bring local 
officers up to market rate, 
another highlight of the con¬ 


tract includes the hiring of 
police cadets. 

“Cadets will be required to 
pass the same examination as 
police officers and in addition 
would be required to have an 
associate’s degree in law en¬ 
forcement or a related field or 
to obtain the degree within the 
first five years of employment 
with the city,” Akhtar said. 

The cadet program aimed at 
individuals between the ages of 
18 and 23 will allow the city to 
recruit high school seniors and, 
therefore, hire Romulus 
citizens. Cadets without a de¬ 
gree would start at $15,000 and 


with a degree, $16,500. 

The arbitrator studied sever¬ 
al surrounding communities to 
evaluate the new pay scale. 
New officers in the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department 
start at $29,200 and in Livonia, 
$30,264. 

“We looked at wages and 
fringes to see how each city 
stacked up. New recruits won’t 
have to leave the city looking 
for a better economic environ¬ 
ment,” Akhtar said. 

The pension system has been 
revamped as well as sick leave 
and vacation days. Holidays 
remain unchanged at 11 days, 


the attorney said. 

“A four-year contract is un¬ 
usual when most cities receive 
three years. The contract is re¬ 
troactive to July 1, 1986. It’s 
complicated but it’s truly a 
deal where everybody wins,” 
Akhtar stressed. 

Promotions for officers who 
are Romulus residents would 
receive an additional two 
points which, according to 
Akhtar, “makes a difference 
when someone approaches the 
rank of sergeant.” 

“The city does not agree with 
a couple issues. If there any

our crime problem will go away. The Mayor’s 
Task Force on Drugs and the Romulus Youth 
Assistance Program both started last year. Our 
youth need to interact with someone. They need 
a chance,” Wilmoth said. 

The department initiated several sting opera¬ 
tions this year in response to the ready access of 
alcohol to youth. 

“The correlation between crime, youth and 
alcohol is real. We hosted a seminar for estab¬ 
lishments that sell beer and liquor,” Wilmoth 
continued. 

This year, police officiails will begin a cadet 
program for local youths and step up involve¬ 
ment in the existing neighborhood watch prog¬ 
rams. 

Additionally, more patrol officers will be on 
the road throughout the year. Police personnel 
has increased from 46 people in 1987 compared 
to 42 in 1986, Wilmoth said. 

The 1987-88 annual police budget also in¬ 
creased by 34 percent. 


“That shows me the community is committed 
to fighting crime. They saw fit to bring the pay of 
police officers up to market rate. Hopefully, our 
officers won’t leave,” Wilmoth said. 

Even the Police Department Building on Olive 
Street is being “beefed up” with new computers 
and extensive building renovations, Wilmoth 
said. On the drawing board is a new lockup 
facility. 

“Everybody has to join the crime fighting 
effort. If the present downward crime trend con¬ 
tinues, I think Romulus is looking good,” said 
Wilmoth. 

Several council members expressed concern 
about the crime situation in the city. Mayor Pro 
Tern mary Ann Banks said, “I think the crime 
rate could be less. It’s just not low enough.” 

Councilman Ellis Pennington noted, “I look at 
these recent statistics, and I see our police de¬ 
partment improving year after year. I think the 
chief is doing a fine job.” 

“The numbers prove that,” added Council¬ 
man Alan Lambert.

In order to qualify for a 
federal grant for the construc¬ 
tion of improvements at the 
Wyandotte Wastewaster 
Treatment Plant, member 
communities have been asked 
to adopt a local sewer use ordi¬ 
nance and a user charge sys¬ 
tem rate ordinance. 

The two proposed ordinances 
were studied by the Belleville 
City Council at its July 20 meet¬ 
ing.

A provision of the user 
charge system ordinance 
states that the rates charged

The rates 
will be based on the operating, 
maintenance and repair costs, 
debt service costs and other re¬ 
lated costs. However, in the 
case where the character of the 
sewage from a manufacturing 
or industrial plant is such that 
unreasonable additional bur¬ 
den is placed upon the system 
(greater than normal use) there 
shall be an additional charge. 

Wayne County will establish 
the basic rate for operating, 
maintenance and repairs, debt 
service charges, extra sur¬ 
charges, non-residental user 
surcharges and annual sur¬ 
veillance fees.

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Elvis: King lives in local performance

J ust as rock and roll 
is here to stay, so 
are Elvis Presley 
impersonators. And 
Alvis Alan of Canton Township 
is no exception to the list of 
King of Rock and Roll look- 
alikes, whose musical im¬ 
pressions and on-stage move¬ 
ments still drive crowds wild. 

Alan opens each show with 
Elvis favorites C.C. Rider 
and Burnin ’ Love to get the 
crowds cooking. His Las 
Vegas-style performance has 
inflamed crowds so much, in 
fact, that Alan’s own band 
has been dubbed “Burning 
Love.” 

Alan bears an uncanny re¬ 
semblance to the older Elvis 
Presley, who appeared as a 
number-one Las Vegas per¬ 
former before his death on 
Aug. 16, 1977. Alan’s outfit 
comes complete with shaded 
glasses, long side burns and 
gold chains draped across his 
open-shirted chest. And as the 
10th anniversary of the real 
rock hero’s death rolls 
around, Alan said he has 
found himself busy, reliving 
the King’s legacy. 

On Sunday, Alan swiveled 
his hips and set the crowds on 
fire at the Four Bears Water 
Park in Utica. But the local 
King of Rock and Roll did set 
aside a few moments from 
his schedule this month to re¬ 
veal the secret of his imperso¬ 
nator's success. 

ASSOCIATED NEWSPAP¬ 
ERS: When did you first im¬ 
itate the “King of Rock and 
Roll?” 

ALAN: First, I think of my¬ 
self as more of an actor than 
an impersonator. I like to feel 
I am putting my own perso¬ 
nality into the Elvis charac¬ 
ter. I create my own version. 
I’m not a clone. I maintain 
my own identity. 

It all started with a magic 
show. I was part of a stage 
production called “A Concert 
of Classic Surprises” and 
played animated characters 
like Darth Vader and so on. I 
received most of my acting 
experience doing this. 

We felt there was need for 
more dynamic characters, 
and we tried Elvis. We called 
it “A Close Encounter with 
the King of Rock and Roll.” 


It was an instant success. 

That was eight years ago. 

Then people said, ‘Why 
don’t you ever do a show of 
your own?’ So I did. In the 
last couple years, I put 
together my own band. 

ANP: What about your pri¬ 
vate life? 

ALAN: I try to keep them 
separate. I was born and 
raised in Canton. I’m a 
businessman and for the past 
20 years have worked with 
automatic design. I’m mar¬ 
ried with three children be¬ 
tween the ages of 8 and 12. 

My wife is among my biggest 
fans. As far as the attention 
from other women, she’s very 
quiet about it. She’s good that 
way. Incidentally, Alvis is my 
stage name. 

ANP: How many shows do 
you do in a year, and where 
have you performed? 

ALAN: I try not to overdo 
the Elvis thing. I perform ab¬ 
out half a dozen times in a 
year. On Sept. 5, I’ll be enter¬ 
taining at the St. Aloysius 
Festival in Romulus. This is 
my third year at Four Bears 
in Utica. 

I’ve performed at many 
private clubs as well as in 
several states, including 
Ohio, Illinois, Indiana and 
Kentucky. They loved me at 
the Top Hat Supper Club in' 
Windsor, Canada, and at the 
Masonic Temple in Detroit. 

ANP: Have you ever met 
Elvis? 

ALAN: I saw Elvis split his 
pants on stage at the (Pon¬ 
tiac) Silverdome on New 
Year’s Eve in 1975. It was 
great. He was fantastic. 

To be a professional Elvis 
impersonator, you really 
have to be a fan. My mother 
was the original Elvis fan. 
She saw that we saw all the 
Elvis movies at the drive-in. 
No doubt, the way he acted, 
sang and combed his hair in¬ 
fluenced me. Back then, my 
mother hung a ceramic plate 
with a picture of Elvis on the 
wall. Now she even has a 
black-velvet painting. 

ANP: Why is Elvis so 
popular? 

ALAN: He was unique for 
his time, very different. His 
memory and music are sort 
of nostalgic. Life was more 
carefree and innocent back 
then. 

A lot of conflicts surround 



his somewhat wild and 
bazaar lifestyle. But the pub¬ 
lic can separate his private 
life from his entertainment. 
He was generous with many 
things. His public under¬ 
stands. 

ANP: What is the best Elvis 
song you perform? 

ALAN: The audience always 
hollers out different songs. 
One of the most popular is 
Jailhouse Rock. And every¬ 
body seems to like his version 
of Frank Sinatra’s song. My 
Way. That’s really what he 
stood for. 

ANP: What will happen 
with the Elvis phenomena 
now that he’s been dead 10 
years? 

ALAN: People wonder if this 
Elvis madness is going to 
stop. Some say this is his last

hurrah. I doubt that. Today, 
the closest thing to Elvis are 
the impersonators. People 
have settled for that. It’s the 
next best thing. Elvis was 42 
years old when he passed. 
Some impersonators are up to 
50. I’m 39. 

Last year, a dozen Elvis en¬ 
tertainers from the metro 
area were guests on Kelly & 
Company. Detroit seems to o 
hav^more Elvis entertainers 
than any other part of the 
country. The audience tends 
to compare them. ‘Who’s the 
best Elvis?’ But there’s 
enough room for everybody. 

The audience will be the 
final judge. They’ll let you 
know how good you are. All I 
know is the girls still scream. 
The secret is in the pack¬ 
aging.

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Dam decision needed soon 


It is difficult, at best, to please the majority 
of community residents but the Van Buren 
Township Board has found itself in a double 
dilemma after township residents formed di¬ 
visions and subdivisions concerning the re¬ 
pair of French Landing Dam. 

When a team of divers revealed that the 
dam was in dangerous disrepair, we sup¬ 
ported township officials in their decision to 
place safety first by not raising the lake level. 

The first priority of the lakefront residents 
at that point seemed to be the repair of the 
dam in the most expeditious manner - cost 
was not mentioned as a prime concern. De¬ 
spite the cautions voiced by the Van Buren 
Township Board, primarily by Treasurer 
Helen Foster, that the most expeditious fund¬ 
ing method might not be the most economical, 
lakefront residents continued to push for the 
earliest possible completion day. 

As the dam drama continued, an ad hoc 
Lake Level Committee was formed and one of 
its members devised a time chart to clock off 
the amount of time needed for the various 
steps to complete the repairs. Only one 
method of funding seemed to fit in that time 
frame - a special assessment district under 
Act 188. 

The township proceeded with the steps to 
implement the special assessment district. 
Two good pieces of news were received by the 
township at that time - a $550,000 state grant 
was allocated for the repair project and a bid 
of $831,900, 30 percent lower than anticipated, 
was received from a construction firm. 


No sooner had the good news been received 
than a dark shadow began to loom on the pro¬ 
ject. A group of lakefront property owners 
successfully petitioned against the special 
assessment district, thereby depriving the 
project of a funding base and, at the same 
time seriously jeopardizing the ability of the 
township to accept the bid within the 30-day 
period. Legally, the bid cannot be accepted if 
the township does not have a source to repay 
the bonds issued to fund the repairs. 

Now as time is ticking away and the chance 
of low water levels continuing in 1988 becomes 
a real threat, a second lakefront property 
owners’ association has formed with the goal 
of re-instating the special assessment dis¬ 
trict. The new figures, based on acceptance of 
the low bid, show a reduction of 30 percent of 
the original assessment. For example, a prop¬ 
erty owner who would have paid $149.93 over a 
15-year period according to the original esti¬ 
mate would pay $104.73 over the same period 
if the July 20 bid is accepted. The $1,080.54 
assessment of one property owner would drop 
to $754.74, while another property owner who 
was slated to pay $2,974.09 would be assessed 
$2,077.43. 

If residents are to ask for a reinstatement of 
the special assessment district, the decision 
must be made without further delay or there 
will be no time to restore the lake level to its 
maximum for recreational use in 1988. 

For those who are saying, “let George do 
it,” we note that outside funding already has

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Canton clerk 
clarifies issues 

To The Editor: 

Information in some of your 
recent articles pertaining to the 
proposed Canton election have 
not addressed the entire issue 
and needs clarification. 

This proposed election origin¬ 
ated as an advisory question to 
the people on hiring a superin¬ 
tendent and making the super¬ 
visor part time. Then additional 
questions on making the clerk 
and treasurer part time were 
added. The state Attorney 
General has consistently de¬ 
clared that conducting special 
elections for advisory issues is 
illegal when the members of a 
township board have the power 
to vote on the issues anyway and 
the vote of the people is not bind¬ 
ing or does not have to reflect 
how the township board will 
vote. The township board still 
must vote on the issues. 

This misleads the voters into 
believing that they in fact have 
a vote in the issue when they do 
not. Just because an issue is 
controversial, the good ole boys 
cannot duck their responsibili¬ 
ties and expend tax dollars was- 
tefully on this type of election. 

When the state and county 
election offices both informed 
me that the proposed election as 
illegal, I, in turn, informed the 
township board of this and 
stated that I would not spend the 
taxpayers dollars (minimal of 
$30,000 preparing for an illegal 
election unless the township 
attorney provided to me a legal 
opinion indicating the election 
was legal and misappropriation 
of funds could not be litigated by 
the public. I still have not re¬ 
ceived this opinion. 


A legitimate proposal chang¬ 
ing the merit ordinance was 
adopted for this special election 
which is basically changing 
ands and thes and must be 
addressed periodically. To 
schedule a special election for 
this purpose is irresponsible 
when it could be placed on the 
election for 1988 and save the 
taxpayers the $30,000. It does 
not improve, change or increase 
the current quality of services 
or type of government which 
now is provided to the residents. 

These dollars could be better 
spent on additional sidewalks, 
road paving, or cleaning base¬ 
ments after a flood or toward an 
additional pump. If any of the 
“good ole boys” were expend¬ 
ing these dollars out of their own 
personal income would they still 
schedule an election to save 
political embarrassment? 

The third proposal, to raise 
the millage to construct a re¬ 
creation complex has not yet 
been adopted by the township 
board for this special election. 
With voter turnout at special 
elections being notoriously low, 
this important issue should not 
be sacrificed for the sake of 
trying to legitimize an election 
which has the sole purpose of 
removing political heat from 
the township board. 

The plan by the good ole boys 
is obvious. Add a legitimate 
issue to the ballot then at the last 
minute add the advisory ques¬ 
tions mentioned above. I will not 
allow this to happen. 

To add further confusion and 
hindrance, all the election 
equipment has been removed 
from the custody of the office of 
the clerk, and a key accessibil¬ 
ity has been denied. The integri¬ 
ty of the election cannot be pro¬ 


vided by the clerk if the equip¬ 
ment is in the hands of those who 
may wish to tamper with it. 

The board has based a resolu¬ 
tion which is in violation of state 
election law MCL 42.7, making 
the hiring of additional election 
assistants next to impossible. 

They have instructed me to 
proceed with scheduling 
arrangements with the county 
without providing all the prop¬ 
osals that will or could appear 
on the ballot. This has made it 
difficult for me and impossible 
for the county and state election 
officials to proceed. 

Why are they doing this, you 
ask? Several reasons. If the 
election process goes wrong it 
will further arguments on part- 
time administrators and cloud 
the real issue of creating a su¬ 
perintendent’s jobs for one of 
the “good ole boys” who is cur¬ 
rently out of work. 

The “good ole boys” refuse to 
understand that a special elec¬ 
tion will mobilize many people, 
not only withing the township, 
but at the county and state 
levels as well, which is more tax 
dollars expended. 

Is this responsible lead¬ 
ership? Is the childish actions of 
walking out of meetings re¬ 
sponsible leadership? Could 
anyone depend on these board 
members for leadership re¬ 
quired in a serious community 
crisis? 

Since the original purpose of 
the election is illegal and im¬ 
proper, new issues were to be 
added to the election which cre¬ 
ate a whole new ball game. 

It is my intention to call for a 
public hearing so that the people 
can express their views on 
whether or not this special elec¬ 
tion should be staged, where all 
the facts are provided instead of 
what you as the public have 
been misled to believe. Since I 
cannot force the adoption of a 
public hearing the resolution for 
this will x-equire four yes votes 
by the township board, an 
‘“iffy” prospect, I urge voters to 
call or write in support for this 
hearing. It will save all of us a 
lot of money.

When you make your living by communi¬ 
cating with others you tend to gain a special 
insight as to the nature of mankind. A bypro¬ 
duct of the constant contact a newspaper has 
with people of all pursuasions seems to be this 
ongoing education regarding human nature 
and behavior. 

One of the most interesting phenonmenon of 
the human animal is the tendency to avoid re¬ 
sponsibility for the actions of others and to find 
fault, particularly with those in highly visible 
positions. And the most often-criticized section 
of our society, next to the press that is, would 
have to be our elected officials. 

Those who derive their livelihood as a result 
of politics tend to achieve a certain prominen¬ 
ce, particularly when we begin to recognize the 
control they have over the destiny of mankind 
and civilization. 

Those who devote a significant portion of 
their avocational energies to a particular 
cause soon learn that a great deal of the pow¬ 
er to bring about change rests in the hands of 
these politicians. 

Others can recommend, lobby for, petition, 
or rant and rave in support of laws, regulations 
or judicial rulings, but in the end our fate rests 
in the hands of those we elect or those appointed 
by those we elect to government office. 

In my naive youth, there was a time when I 
looked upon the leaders of our government as 
the orators and statesmen I had read about in 
my school days. Textbooks have a way of glor¬ 
ifying our government leaders of old, and hold¬ 
ing them up to be bigger than life. 

Some years ago, I listened to then Lt. Gov. 
Jim Brickley, now a supreme court justice for 
the state of Michigan, as he spoke before small 
business owners and operators. 


Brickley addressed members of the small 
business community during regional meet¬ 
ings that took place across the state in 1981. 

A frequent theme of his remarks gravitated 
around the proposition that government is the 
least efficient way of accomplishing anything 
for the betterment of society. 

Two weeks ago, I sat on the porch of the 
magnificent Grand Hotel on Mackinac Island, 
listening to Michigan Attorney General Frank 
Kelley speak to a group of newspaper editors 
and publishers. 

I had heard our state attorney general speak 
on the same theme previously, and it was in¬ 
teresting to watch the faces of others register 
some shock and disbelief when Kelly said that 
as citizens we should not trust government. In 
all the years he has served the people as a part 
of our government, he does not trust “it,” and 
continues to view the government as a threat to 
our well being, he told the assembled group. 

Our Constitution states that our government 
is to be “of the people, by the people, and for the 
people.” When we do not feel that we are bles¬ 
sed with government that truly represents the 
best interests of society, it is our responsibility 
as citizens to question and challenge the think¬ 
ing, positions and track record of those we have 
elected to serve. 

Good advice from a man charged with the 
enforcement of all the laws in the state and 
the judge who interprets that law for the wel¬ 
fare of the people. 

As local primary and general elections 
approach, it is time for all of us to question 
whether those we have selected to serve, truly 
represent thinking that we support and whether 
those now in public office are worthy of our 
continued endorsement.

Cafe has surprising, ‘classy’ atmosphere

R ight away I knew that any res¬ 
taurant located within -a hotel 
named “Days Inn” would sure¬ 
ly be a winner in terms of my 
personal cuisine palate. 

And after sampling the many taste- 
tempting wonders at this Romulus eatery - 
and by the way, I have not yet been able to 
trace the founders of the restaurant to my 
own ancestors, but I will keep trying as I 
know my efforts would be “profitable 
ones” - did not let me down. The food was 
excellent, the service superb - but wait, I’m 
giving away the story before I have even 
begun. Let’s back up a few steps. . .like to 
my entrance into the hotel. 

I must be honest. I have more than once 
traveled to the southern portion of this 
country and have come to know that the 
word “Days Inn” is synonymous with 
low-budget, but nonetheless nice, places 
to put the family up for a night while 
traveling on the road. And the only res¬ 
taurants I can ever remember finding 
any where near a “Days Inn” was the 
house of pancakes chain that seems to 
follow budget hotels like a shadow. But 
was I ever surprised when I entered the 
Days Inn here in Romulus. I had to step 
back outside to make sure I had not en¬ 
tered one of those big-name, boffo-bucks 
places up the road. 

The Romulus Days Inn, according to 
Assistant General Manager Gary Rod¬ 
gers, is from a new breed of hotels the 
Beacon Hotel Corp. -owners of Days Inn - 
is now operating nationwide. While still 
budget-priced with the family in mind, 
this Days Inn features a pool, whirlpool, 
179 classy rooms and nonstop service. In 
fact, the local inn was just recently 
awarded the AAA three-diamond rating, 
the highest honor possible for a hotel of 
this type, Rodgers said. 

But the Romulus Days Inn has one other 
feature that far outshines all the rest. The 
Carriage Cafe. Need I say more? 

The Carriage Cafe is located neatly be¬ 
side the main lobby of the hotel and is 
surely a surprise to first-time visitors. 
Decorated in mauve and forest-green vel¬ 
vet, the eatery has high society and high 
prices written all over it. But only the 
high-society stereotype need remain. 

My fiancee, Debbie - who keeps me in 
line and on my best sense of etiquette 
when doing restaurant reviews such as 
this one - and I were quickly greeted by 
our hostess when we entered the Carriage 
Cafe last Thursday. A greeting and a 


smile started the tranquil atmosphere of 
the restaurant which would carry through 
the entire meal. 

With menus in hand, we quickly 
perused the list of entrees, but not without 
first having been informed of the specials 
of the day from our waitress, who had 
come to bring water. I had expected to 
pay top dollar for the meal - in light of the 
atmosphere - but was surprised to read 
such reasonable menu prices. 

I opted for the prime rib - which Rod¬ 
gers tells me is one of the house special¬ 
ties - at $11.95, and Debbie called for the 
veal parmesan at $7.95. The two dishes 
throughout the years have become favo¬ 
rites of ours, and I was quite impressed to 
find the waitress so helpful in preparing 
our meals just the way we like them - my 
prime rib cajun-style and well, and De¬ 
bbie’s veal parmesan browned ever-so- 
slightly on the top. 

Before receiving our meals, waitress 
Sue brought our breadbasket - golden 
rolls and bread sticks - and afforded us 
the opportunity to visit the salad bar 
which featured a nice variety of toppings. 
Then came what we had both been wait¬ 
ing for .... 

Still dwelling on that budget-priced im¬ 
age of Days Inns encountered in the past, 

I was impressed to see our plates so ex¬ 
pertly decorated with orange slices, 
strawberries and other garnishments. 
The potatoes - a Dutch-baked variety - 
were equally as impressive-looking, and 
the taste of both dishes and portions of 
food provided us were out of this world 
and worthy of my highest praises. 

We were both stuffed. But waitress Sue 
insisted we sample one of more than five 
desserts available. Rich chocolate cake, 
cheesecake with fresh berries, ice cream, 
mile-high fruit pies or “Browniful 
Splurge.” Well, the splurge part of that 
dessert sparked even my pessimistic 
curiosity. 

I think our first words revealed our true 
amazement as Sue brought out the brow¬ 
nie splurge - which Debbie and I had 
agreed to share. Centered in the middle of 
an ice cream bowl was a chocolate brow¬ 
nie, topped with hot fudge, ice cream and 
at least 3 inches of whipped topping. We 
tunneled our way into the brownie and 
returned to the kitchen a dessert that was 
only about-10 percent eaten. But, boy was 
it heavenly. 

We’ll be back to the Carriage Cafe to 
sample one of the many other entrees 
available - pastas, seafood, salads, chick¬ 
en, sandwiches, luncheon specials and 
more - and we’ll be telling others to do the 
same. 

The Carriage Cafe - a perfect 10 in my 
book!

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Political decisions are 
difficult ones, indeed 


It’s once again time to exer¬ 
cise our freedom of choice. 
According to the U.S. Constitu¬ 
tion, the great blueprint of our 
country, we have the right to 
vote for officials who will make 
our community a better place 
to live. 

The system is built on trust 
and faith.

The issue went in front of this 
f group of highly educated 
elected officials more than 
once. The council first ordered 
this rogue to remove his deck. 
He did break a city ordinance 
by building this structure in the 
right of way. He also failed to 
get a building permit and the 
proper zoning permits. An easy 
decision, next issue please. 

But this particular resident 
liked his deck so much he de¬ 
cided to fight for it. It did look 
nice, and the neighbors liked it. 
So back to city hall, this time on 
his hands and knees. 

The city council voted again 
on this issue and the result was 
a 3-3 tie. The deck debate would 
go into extra innings. And the 
group of policy makers 
changed their minds. “Keep 
your deck but get those permits * 
and rebuild that foundation. ’’ It 


was a tough decision, but I sa¬ 
lute each member of the Wayne 
City Council. 

In Westland, it’s not a deck 
that is the problem but a duck. 
And the case has gone far 
beyond the city council. It is 
now a decision for our judicial 
system, another branch taken 
from that great blueprint. 

The story of the boy who 
wants to keep his pet duck and 
the neighbor who would rather 
see “Daffy’’ somewhere else, 
was cute at first. The com¬ 
plaints were valid and slightly 
amusing. Westland prohibits 
ducks on property that is at 
least 20 feet from other resi¬ 
dents. So away with this duck, 
to a farm it must go. 

The case has gone from cute, 
to amusing, to a joke. Is this 
what our courts should be used 
for? Doesn’t Westland have 
anything better to do then fight 
because of a duck? Westland is 
no different than Romulus, 
Canton or any other commun¬ 
ity. There are other things that 
Westland could be doing with 
taxpayers’ money. 

Well, that is far too simple. 
The little boy loves his duck, 
and it doesn’t bother anyone. 
And so the duck goes to court. 

But these are crucial deci¬ 
sions that must be made, and 
we as citizens are the ones who 
decide who says “yes’’ and who 
says “no”. 

So when it’s time to go to the 
polls and cast your all- 
important vote, remember this 
important theory: A duck that 
jumps off a deck into a pool 
won’t drown, but it may get 
shot at.

Change in state wetlands policy 


A misguided effort to pre¬ 
serve wetlands in western 
Wayne County is costing area 
communities millions of dol¬ 
lars in lost revenue and lost 
jobs for local residents. Specifi¬ 
cally, the state’s Department 
of Natural Resources, acting 
under the 1979 Wetlands Pro¬ 
tection Act, has sought to place 
restrictions on proposed de¬ 
velopments in the western 
Wayne area. Unfortunately, 
developers and businesses 
have reacted by looking for 
alternative sites for their pro¬ 
jects. 

While I believe there are 
marshes and swamps through¬ 
out Michigan which need and 
deserve protection, the wet¬ 
lands of western Wayne often 
are simply land which holds 
water after a heavy rain. The 
DNR, through its actions, 
seems to be stressing the tech¬ 
nical aspects of the Wetlands 
Protection Act over growth 
opportunities which could lead 
to enhanced prosperity for 
western Wayne County resi¬ 
dents. 

The present friction between

pro-development forces and 
the DNR are based on a law 
which defines wetlands as 
“land characterized by the pre¬ 
sence of water at a frequency 
and duration sufficient to sup¬ 
port wetlands vegetation or 
aquatic life.’’ Using this defini¬ 
tion, much of the remaining un¬ 
developed land in western 
Wayne will be classified as wet¬ 
lands. 


Unfortunately, this may re¬ 
sult in the loss of new develop¬ 
ment for local units of govern¬ 
ment, especially for townships 
like Huron, Sumpter and Van 
Buren which have large quanti¬ 
ties of land available for de¬ 
velopment. It alarms me that 
several large projects have 
been put on hold due to wetland 
considerations. Take, for ex¬ 
ample, recent plans by Ford 


Motor Company to build an en¬ 
gine plant on a 370-acre parcel 
near 1-94 and 1-275 in Van Buren 
Township. The DNR deemed 
140 acres of the property as 
wetlands, requiring special 
state permits simply to put util¬ 
ity lines in place. When told of 
this, Ford chose to look for 
another site with fewer de¬ 
velopment complications. 

The DNR claims preserving 
existing wetlands in western 
Wayne is important because 
these areas now comprise only 
about five percent of all land in 
southeastern Michigan, an area 
which was once predominantly 
wetlands. In my judgement, 
the agency has chosen the 
wrong place to take an ecolo¬ 
gical stand. Given the exten¬ 
sive population increase which 
has occurred in southeastern 
Michigan, the pressure to de¬ 
velop the western Wayne area 
further is tremendous. Also, it 
makes little sense to try and 
preserve a wetland when most 
of the surrounding area has 
been developed. Surrounding 
development makes it a less 
than appealing habitat for

aquatic plants and animals. 

For the record, I believe if 
developers are willing to 
undertake a project in western 
Wayne, and the project has loc¬ 
al support, the DNR should 
work to facilitate its comple¬ 
tion. Undeveloped land is a pre¬ 
cious resource in an area like 
western Wayne County. It must 
be made available to all in¬ 
terests, including, but not li¬ 
mited to, those which inhabit 
wetlands. 

We in the legislature are now 
examining possible solutions to 
the dilemma over wetlands 
confronting western Wayne 
communities. We further hope 
to have legislation which will 
satisfy all sides of this issue 
ready for introduction in the 
fall. There are, in addition, 
groups of citizens meeting with 
DNR officials in an attempt to 
find a resolution to this issue. 
While we have a ways to go be¬ 
fore this problem is put to 
rest, we are working to ensure 
that reasonable, responsible 
development is allowed to pro¬ 
ceed in western Wayne County. 


been provided. The federal 
government provided an esti¬ 
mated $1.1 million for the ori¬ 
ginal repair work on the dam 
and the state has allocated 
$550,000 in grant money for the 
current repairs. Those who 
continue to'look for outside 
funding to finish the project 
may have a long wait, Recent 


reports have revealed that 
items ate being trimmed from 
the state budget and county 
officals are worried about pay¬ 
days in the future. In addition, 
potential private and corporate 
donors may take a dim view on 
making a contribution when 
those owning benefited prop¬ 
erties are seemingly unwilling 
to assess their own property. 

Time is ticking away. If the 


goal of the lakefront property 
owners is to repair the dam and 
restore the lake level as quick¬ 
ly as possible, the township 
board must take action im¬ 
mediately to establish a special 
assessment district. If, on the 
other hand, the economy rah- 
ter thatn expediency, the lakef¬ 
ront property owners must be 
prepared to go back to “square 
one” and face the reality that 


the lake level will not be res¬ 
tored in time for the 1988 re¬ 
creational season. 

There is no way that the 
lakefront property owners can 
have it both ways. The elected 
leadership must make the best 
decision they can with the in¬ 
formation at hand even though 
the ultimate solution of the 
problem will not please 
everyone.

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Changing roles 

Male-female stereotypes diminish 
as society accepts a new image

L ittle Johnny, 10 or 15 
years ago, would 
never have been 
able to face up to the 
fact that he enjoys playing with 
dolls. And if little Suzie wanted 
to grow up to be a doctor, her 
parents surely would laugh and 
encourage her to marry one in¬ 
stead. 

But today, both Johnny and 
Suzie, now in their mid-20s, are 
the victims of changing roles. 


Johnnie can be a secretary^ 
and Suzie can build offices. And 
society - in the collective sense 
- won’t ever blink an eye. 

Barbara Cockrum has been 
teaching kindergarten at Jef¬ 
ferson Elementary school in, 
Westland since 1972. She said 
she has seen many changes 
taking place in the classroom, 
and many of these changes 
have been in the roles people 
play. 

“Things have definitely 
changed,” said Cockrum.“I 
try to get away from categoriz¬ 
ing what girls do versus what 


boys do. Generally, I want to 
instill in them that whatever 
boys can do, girls can also do.” 

Cockrum feels it is important 
that children learn the concept 
of equality at an early age. 

“Most women today work 
outside of the home, some by 
choice, some out of necessity. 
Little girls need to be taught 
that it is very likely that they, 
too, will be out there earning a 
living someday,” Cockrum ex¬ 
plained. “Years ago, that 
wasn’t something that was 
commonly assumed. But 
things are different now.” 


In Cockrum's classroom, 
class projects are no longer di¬ 
vided into boy-girl categories. 
Such a division at the early 
stages of child development, 
she said, originates the gender 
stereotypes. 

“My students do things 
together during class. I don't 
have the boys playing ‘boy’ 
games and the girls playing 
girl games. If I need some 
help carrying something, I 
don t automatically ask for a 
big, strong boy’ to help me. 
Girls even open doors for 
boys,” Cockrum said. 

The scenario in the clas¬ 
sroom is a model of the home 
life for most students, the 
teacher said. Many of Cock- 
rum's students are from two- 
income families, in which the 
father plays an equally active 
role in raising the children. Be¬ 
cause of this, Cockrum said, 
making children understand 
the new roles of society is far 
less difficult than it would have 



been 20 years ago. 

“I have had students who are 
dressed and sent to school by 
their dads every morning be¬ 
cause mom has to leave ear¬ 
lier, or for whatever reason 
there may be. I think that this 
will give the kids a better sense 
of equalization as far as which 
things should be done by the 
boys and which by the 
women,” Cockrum said. 

When the space shuttle Chal¬ 
lenger exploded last year, 
Cockrum said her students 
reacted in a manner similar to 
students across the country. 
But, she said, the event also 
opened children’s eyes to the 
career possibilities .lying be¬ 
fore them. 

“Not only was.there a school¬ 
teacher on board, but it was a 
woman schoolteacher. The 
kids know that they can grow 
up to be anything that they set 
out to be without having to be a 
certain sex.” 

But, that is not to say that the 
traditional male-female roles 
in the household don’t also 
show through, Cockrum con¬ 
tinued. 

“I once overheard two of my 
students playing house in the 
classroom. I heard the little 
boy tell the little girl that he 
would be home from work later 
on and that she had better have 
dinner ready. I guess things ha¬ 
ven’t changed all that much in 
the homes. Even if mom does 
work, she is still the one who is 
usually responsible for dinner 
and cleaning up the house when 
she comes home.” 


Role models 
set by media 



Whether we care to admit it oi 
not, television provides our soci¬ 
ety with many of its role models. 
For example, many youngsters 
bear the names of prime-time 
television characters. The re¬ 
cent televised senate hearings 
have turned Col. Oliver North 
into a folk hero and prompted a 
rash of “Ollie for President” 
bumper stickers. 

“There is a need to have 
someone to look up to and 
admire,” according to Eugene 
Hadwiger, psychotherapist 
affiliated with the Woodcreek 
Counseling Center. “Indi¬ 
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viduals want someone to lead 
and guide them. Television has 
a tremendous impact on people. 
Some of it is very positive. For 
example, John F. Kennedy, 
Martin Luther King and Bobby 
Kennedy - all charismatic men 
- were American heroes.” 

Following her recent tele¬ 
vised appearances, presidential 
hopeful Pat Schroeder has 
gained some status as a hero - 
or heroine - but it remains to be 
seen if she can inspire the same 
kind of admiration as male role 
models, Hadwiger said. In a 
male-dominated society, the 
“wonder women do not seem to 
score as high as the super men.” 

Society makes its heroes big¬ 
ger than life, Hadwiger said. 
They tend, therefore, to forget 
that these role models have 
feet of clay,” especially those 
who claim to be teamed up with 
God. Hadwiger noted that even 
after the scandal involving Jim 
and Tammy Bakker, viewers of 
their program refuse to accept 
that the allegations could be 
true and continue to send money 
to them. 


Media roles 
have faults 


A negative aspect of the elec¬ 
tronic role models is that the 
anti-social behaviors of the so- 
called heroes are emulated by 
their fans. Hadwiger speculated 
that the recent proliferation of 
violent movies may have in¬ 
spired the highway shootings in 
California. The therapist said 
such films as Rambo , Heavy 
Metal Jacket, and Robocop re¬ 
ceive a great deal of audience 
^reaction during their violent 
scenes. He said he and other 
film-goers have observed the 
audiences cheering when some¬ 
one is gunned down. 

“The family is really where 
individuals have their most in¬ 
fluential role models - where 
boys learn about being a man 
from their fathers and girls 
learn about being a woman 
from their mothers,” Hadwiger 
said. “They carry those pat¬ 
terns with them into their adult 
lives. For example, we see that 
children who were physically or 
sexually abused tend to treat 
their own children the same 
way. It takes a conscious effort 
with the help of psychotherapy 
to break the chain of abuse.” 

Adding to the conflicts of men 
and women are the changing 
roles that they face in society, 
Hadwiger said. Old standards 
are not appropriate but new 
ones are not clearly defined, he 
said. For example, women who 
are told how to dress for success 
are often guided into dressing 
like men. At one major bank, 
Hadwiger said, women tellers 
and manager wear ties. 

“Women say they want sensi¬ 
tive men, but then don’t know to 
react if a man cries,” Hadwiger 
said. “Roles are still changing 
and men and women are still 
trying to trying to adjust to new 
standards. Women seem to 
have an easier time because 
they tend to have more friends 
with whom to talk and share ex¬ 
periences. Men, on the other 
hand, usually do not have a cir¬ 
cle of friends they can com¬ 
municate their feeling to. 


Role models: Local residents have varying experiences

competitive. Sometimes the real meaning 
appears to have been lost, she said. 

“Both church and family are important in the 
development of role models for young people,” 
Lovette said. 

Children should be taught respect, and adults 
should set the example. Parents today often ex¬ 
pect schools to supply these role models, these 
people agree, Lovette said. 

“But I know before I left school, teachers were 
pot the role models students expected. Many 
teachers and adults feel they have to put them¬ 
selves on the same level as young people. Kids 
on’t want that. They want to look up and show 
espect. I’m from the old school. This may be 
rong. It’s just my opinion,” she said.

And looking to the proper role model, accord¬ 
ing to Lovette, is the answer to the woes of a 
society in the 1980s.

It 
really is worth it.lPour this filling into a 
backed pie crust. Top with whipped 
cream and some chocolate curls. Chill 
throughly and serve to your ever grateful 
and lucky guests. 


REESE’S PEANUT 
BUTTER PIE 


Crust: 

1 2/3 cups graham cracker crumbs 
1/4 cup sugar 

3/4 stick butter, melted and cooled 

Combine the graham cracker crumbs, 
sugar and butter and mix well. Press into 
a 9-inch pie plate. Bake at 425 degrees for 
9 to 10 minutes.

2 drops green food color 
4 egg whites 

1/2 cup sugar 

1 cup, heavy cream, whipped 
9 inch pie shell, pre-cooked 

Mix the gelatin, 1/2 cup sugar, and salt 
in a heavy saucepan. Beat the egg yokes, 
lime juice, and water together. Stir into 
the gelatin mixture. Cook over medium 
heat, stirring constantly, until barely 
boiled. Remove the saucepan from the 
heat. Stir in the lime peels and coloring.

Canton cook captivates family

W hen Diana Cercone mar- 
ried at age 17, she 
obviously surprised a few 
relatives. But when the 
Canton mother of two learned to 
cook like a true Italian, she sur¬ 
prised the whole clan. 

Born in West Virginia. Cercone 
was raised in the Detroit area. She 
learned to cook at the age of 12 be¬ 
cause both of her parents worked. 

Cercone, now 29, admits she was 
never a big fan of her native south¬ 
ern cooking. It was the true Italian 
leritage, she said, that called her 
nto the kitchen. 

“Twelve and a half years ago, I 
married an Italian at the age of 17. 
I’ve been cooking Italian ever since. 
Mow. I make my own spaghetti 
>auce from family members’ re¬ 
cipes. And everybody loves it.” Cer- 
:one said. 

Cercone and her husband, Guy. 
ive with their two children - 
Michael, 9, and Jessica, 3 months - 
ler father and sister. With constant 
activity in the extended family, Cer¬ 
cone said something is always cook¬ 
ing in the kitchen. 

“I organize everything. It’s best to 
have the right kind of bread boards, 
utensils, pans and freezer items. I 
have the largest side-by-side freezer 
they make. And I use it,” Cercone 
explained. 

Cooking is almost a family affair, 
even though Guy doesn’t partici¬ 
pate. 

“My son’s biggest fear when I 
went to the hospital with Jessica was 
that his dad would have to cook. 
However, it w asn’t so bad. Michael’s 
interested in cooking and liked to ex¬ 
periment.’’ Cercone said 
Grocery shopping many times is a 
major project, Cercone admitted. 
Buying in bulk quanities has become 
a necessity for the feeding of six peo¬ 
ple, she said. 

“With all these mouths to feed, I 
always shop in quantity. And I cook 
in quantity. Then I freeze it. No meat 
from the supermarket for me,” she 
said. 

Her father suffered a debilitating 
stroke five years ago. Although he is 


completely alert and has learned to 
adjust and even enjoy Italian cook¬ 
ing. Cercone often prepares her 
father’s favorite southern dishes. 

“Sometimes I make two com¬ 
pletely different meals. And the 
baby eats separate, too. I also cook 
American food, you know - fried 
chicken and potato salad. 

“A lot of people call for my re¬ 
cipes. It’s not always easy. Most of 
the time, I cook using a handful of 
this and a handful of that,” she said.

Bakker’s incident draws response

Jim and Tammy Faye Bak- 
ker have become the focus of 
almost every religious joke to 
greet society in the last several 
months. But to several local 
ministers, the Bakkers' story 
and related publicity are any¬ 
thing but a laughing matter. 

The Bakkers fell out of favor 
in their religious denomina¬ 
tion. Assembly of God, follow¬ 
ing allegations of illicit sexual 
and homosexual affairs and 
embezzlement scandals ear¬ 
lier this year. Bakker was 
ousted from his post as presi¬ 
dent of the PTL Club, and both 
have become the victims of 
nonstop media attention. 

The Rev. R.D. Linderman. 
pastor of the Tri City Assembly 
of God Church in Canton 
Township, said he has seen lit¬ 
tle change in the attitudes of his 
300-member congregation 
since the scandal first became 
apparent. 

“There has not been any

adverse affect on the behavior 
of our church members. But I 
do know that many of the mem¬ 
bers have admitted to being 
hurt about the whole thing,” 
Linderman explained. “Any 
Christian would be embarras¬ 
sed when people bring re¬ 
proach and shame in the name 
of the Lord.” 

And to Linderman. the 
embarrassment was personal. 

“Being a pastor, there's al¬ 
ways a sorrow that I feel when 
a fellow member falls. But I be¬ 
lieve that certain standards 
still must be upheld, even if it 
has to come to something like 
this.” 

Linderman said he believes 
the allegations involving the 
Bakkers are valid when consi¬ 
dered with the ongoing inves¬ 


tigations into the incidents. 

“Knowing that people frorrv 
this movement did the inves¬ 
tigation, I’d have to say that I 
know they would not have 
made the accusations without 
having had some pretty strong 
evidence against the Bakkers. 
They knew that there would be 
a lot of negative press.'* 
Linderman explained. 

And although one of the 
many allegations against the 
twosome involves the bilking of 
church contributions. Linder¬ 
man said financial support of 
the local organization has as 
yet been unaffected. 

“I think that most people are 
offended because the (PTL> 
money wasn't handled proper¬ 
ly,” Linderman said. “I know 
that a lot has been said about 


their salaries, which seemed 
exeedingly high. Yet this didn’t 
seem as upsetting as the fact 
.that people wanted to know 
where their checks were 
going.” 

Linderman said his church is 
very careful with the handling 
of all money contributions. 
Complete readouts of all 
allocations are always avail¬ 
able to anyone interested, he 
said. 

As for the Heritage Amuse¬ 
ment Park of which the Bak¬ 
kers were instrumental in con¬ 
structing. Linderman said he 
has visited the park and was 
impressed by the magnitude of 
it.

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Kevin claims crown that eluded him last year-

What a difference a year 
makes. 

Last year a frustrated Kevin 
Ryan strolled off the Hilltop 
Golf Course in Plymouth 
Township, losing a test of en¬ 
durance and the city tourna¬ 
ment title to Michael Horn, who 
won a three-extra hole “sudden 
death” thrilling play off from 
the Inkster golfer. 

On Saturday, Ryan returned 
to the golf course and fired a 
sizzling course-tying record 67, 
then came back on Sunday to 
hang on with a 70 for a 36-hole 
total 137 to capture his second 
City Championship Golf 
Tournament title in five years. 

Ryan was tournament 
medalist in 1983 before 
finishing second-best last year. 
His 137 is seven-under-par for 
the Fellows Creek Golf 
Course. Unchallenged the 
first round when he led the field 
of about 75 golfers, Ryan pro¬ 
tected his three-stroke cushion 
despite a run at him from Can¬ 
ton Township’s Matt Wiley, a 
two-time former tournament 
champ. 

Wiley headed for the back 
nine, trailing by six strokes and 
closed within two, but the 
charge fell short. 

“Kevin putted well. I didn’t,” 


Wiley commented. “I came 
within striking distance, but 
just didn’t have enough to 
catch up.” The rest of the field 
faded in the scorching 90-plus 
heat and humidity. 

The 26-year-old Ryan, a 
sophomore at Detroit College 
of Business, felt the pressure of 
the final nine, but he managed 


par while Wiley settled for a 
bogey. 

Faced with a threat of rain - it 
drizzled off and on both days - 
Ryan set a torrid pace the first 
day when he put together 11 
pars, six birdies and only one 
bogey for his tournament lead¬ 
ing 67. That tied the course re¬ 
cord he had set last month. He

to sustain his poise to post the 
big victory. 

“At one point in the stretch, I 
thought I was letting my game 
get away from me,” said Ryan 
after accepting the cham¬ 
pionship trophy. “Matt came 
at me, making some birdies 
and closing within two. At that 
point, I began to wonder if I was 
going to let my game slip away. 
However, I played pretty good 
mentally.” 

However, Wiley refused to 
let Ryan relax. He kept ap¬ 
plying the pressure right up to 
the final hole, a 442-yard par-4 
where the title contenders also 
faced a strong wind. Ryan 
managed to come away with a 


had a three-stroke lead over 
Romulus’s Dave Daniels while 
Wiley, John Sample and Mike 
Horn, the defending champ, 
turned in with 71s. With the ex¬ 
ception of Wiley, none of the 
first round contenders mus¬ 
tered enough strength to chal¬ 
lenge Ryan the second day. 

Daniels faded in the heat the 
following day when he took a 
nine and finished 12 strokes off 
the pace. Daniels however won 
the city of Romulus title with a 
149 for the 36-holes. 

Wiley finished with 140, good 
enough to finish atop of an im¬ 
pressive field of golfers from 
the township. 

In the meantime, Mark Mor¬ 


“All you have to do is glance 
over the scores and you know 
that there are some excellent 
golfers in this tournament,” 
Hawley remarked. “There 
were some complaints about 
the course, however, you’ve 
got to remember that Fellows 
Creek is finishing a multi¬

Bill Hawley, tournament 
manager, said that the tourna¬ 
ment drew “an excellent field 
of golfers.”

Golfers will play in the rain. In humid weather. 
In warm and cold weather. When you’re addicted 
to golf, you’ll do just about anything to get on to the 
course. There is an exception, of course, and that 
exception: Golfers shy away from courses “that 
are in bad shape.” 

And, one common complaint that echoed during 
the two-day City Championship Golf Tournament 
staged over the weekend at Fellows Creek was that 
“the course was not in good shape.” There were a 
wide range of complaints. But, the problem was, 
they were not specific. The township recreation 
department would like to hear from those who 
didn’t feel the course was up to par. 

Fellows Creek recently completed a multi¬ 
million dollar expansion program and recreation 
officials admit “there remain some problems in 
the wake of the rennovation and expansion.” 

Mike Gouin, recreation supervisor, stressed that 
the problems “will be resolved in time.” 

“Anytime you take on a project of this magni¬ 
tude you’re going to have problems,” he com¬ 
mented. “We were forewarned that we would have 
a tough road to follow the first year (after the com¬ 
pletion of the expansion), and I guess it was diffi¬ 
cult for us to believe. Some advocated closing the 
course for a year, until the repairs and sodding 
were completed. Unfortunately, the township 
doesn’t have the luxury and the money to do so.” 

Under ajease agreement, Hilltop -Glen Golf, Inc. 
{operates and maintains the course, but they do not 
nave the responsibility of building tees or resod¬ 
ding. 

“I believe that Fellows Creek will be a nicer 
layout and more challenging to the golfers,” Gouin 
added. “Two specific fairways where grass came 
in thin will be overseeded next week and during the 
prime seeding period (Aug. 15 to Sept. 15) other 
problem areas will be tackled.” 


And who, in our opinion, is the “biggest winner of 
the 28th annual City Golf Championships”. 

Some would say Kevin Ryan, the tournament 
medalist. Maybe. 

But, how about Bob Harden. Last year Harden 
watched the classic at Hilltop from the sidelines. 
He was recovering from a heart attack. 

This year, he was back swinging his clubs. And in 
great shape. Harden participated and managed to 
shoot 170 for the 36-holes, and he walked away with 
a third place trophy in the Westland first flight. 

“I really feel fortunate,” Harden later said. “I 
feel like a winner. ” 


Golfers apparently are finding recreation de¬ 
partments complacent when the time comes to 
sending their teams to the Michigan Parks & Re¬ 
creation state finals. One of the purposes of the city 
(and township) tournament is to find five players to 
represent their respective cities at the state meet. 

“Last year when we asked about going, one of the 
recreation officials informed us that they had not 
budgeted for the finals,” said one of the golfers. “If 
they are not going to send us, why organize this 
tournament.” 

Good question. 

• 

Bill Hawley, who served as tournament mana¬ 
ger (again) was pleased with the response from the 
players and the cooperation from the golf course. 

“When you get so many golfers together you ex¬ 
pect to have some problems,” Hawley said. “But, 
most of the golfers I talked with, though they would 
have liked better scores, said they enjoyed the 
tournament and the competition.” 

Hawley said he would welcome any suggestions 
on how to improve or where to play the tournament 
next year.

Prep athletes report to football camp 


Pre-season high school foot¬ 
ball practice opened Monday 
for state and area athletes in 
preparation for the 1987 season 
which kicks off on Friday, Sept.
